last December at Sandy Ho o k, but which 
was withheld fro m the public until a few 
day s ago , is attracting a great deal o f atten­ 
tio n here amo ng army and nav y o fficers, and 
o thers; and so me go so far as to say that the 
success attending this last and o ther prio r 
demo nstratio ns and successful ex periments 
o f a similar character, lay s the fo undatio n 
fo r a do mplete rev o lutio n in the sy stem o f 
mo dern warfare. 
Shells charged with o rdin­ 
ary po wder, such as it was suppo sed co uld 
o nly be used hereto fo re, are to be laid aside, 
and dy namite shells are to lie used in the an­ 
nihilatio n o f armies, the reductio n o f fo rts o r 
the crippling o f fleets. 
The thing acco m­ 
plished at Sandy Ho o k, as sho wn by the re­ 
po rt o f the bo ard o f o rdnance o fficers—Lieut. 
Co l. Mo rdecai, Maj. Farley , and Capt. Greer 
—was the to tal wreckage o f a wro ught iro n 
semi-circular turret 18 feet wide, 10 feet 
high, and 14 inches thick, made by two sev ­ 
en-inch plates, by three dy namite 
shells 
fired fro m a sev en-inch Ames rifled gun. The 
shells wo re o f steel, weighed 122 po unds, and 
were charged with 2.6 6 po unds o f dy namite. 
This was acco mplished by a metho d o f 
charging shells with dy namite, the inv entio n 
o f J . W. Gray do n, o f Indianapo lis, fo rmerly 
a lieutenant in tho nav y . 
His inv entio n co n­ 
sists no fo nly in firing dy namite shells fro m 
mo dern guns o r canno n, with a full serv ice 
charge o f po wder and with no danger o f pre­ 
mature ex plo sio n o f the shell fro m heat o r 
sho ck, but also securing the entire range de­ 
sired and penetratio n into the ob ject struck 
befo re tho dy namite explodes—penetratio n 
being abso lutely necessary in
